girls between the ages of twelve and 
sixteen with "but very few above Or be 
low those ages. That it was found 
that they accomplished more when 
the course was made a part of the 
regular school work and they were 
Iftarked on the sa.ne.

extra half hour it would be necessary 
to hold classes either before or after 
school hours. It ouglit to be said that 
the arrangements of these h'ours puts 
considerable extra work on the sup- 
erintendent, but this labor Mr. Milch- 
ell is very willing to undertake. 


Tho condition on which this allow- 


ance of time made was that the Good 
Will club should equip the room, meet 
all 
expenses and provide occupation 


for the boys in the time allowed the 
girls. The conditions impose a heavy 
burden, 
but at the same time they 


open a door through which we may do 
something to help oar boys, a priv- 
ilege earnestly desired by many of the 
members of this club. The work would 
have 
to be manual training of some 


sort. For this work it would be- nec- 
essary to provide and furnish a room 
and assume tha expense of a teacher. 


We can not give exact figures as; no 


definite arrangements could be made 
The following estimate is submitted: 
Fitting for boys' room, ' 
$150.00 


Salary of boys' teacher, 
^ 
150.00 


Fitting for the girls' room, * 
200.00 


Cooking teacher's salary, 
180.00 


Provisions, 
about 50.00 


This seems a large amount to raise 


but there are facts to mitigate the 
outlook somewhat. It is to be 
that generous people xvill be found who 
will fit up these- rooms. With the 
rooms tonce furnished, the annual bur- 
dent 
is greatly lightened. Through 


the liberality of good friends, the club 
has been enabled to lay aside a fund 
for 
some special project. If in the 


coming year this fund is not drawn 
upon, the executive committee can de- 
Vote all or a part of it to cooking and 
manual training. When 
the rooms 


are furnished and this fund spent, it 
would 
not seem necessary to raise 


more 
for both cooking and manual 


training than has been spent in years 
past, for cooking alone. In 1899, the 
cooking- 
school cost $226 and in 1900 


$236. If ^\e could combine with simi- 
lar schools in other tcnvns nearby as 
may be possible, for they are looking 
towards this kind of work, 
it would 


result in a saving of salaries. 


The club voted unanimously in favir 


of proceeding with the work and In- 
troduce 
both' cooking and manual 


training into the schools next fall. A 
meeting 
of the executive committee 


will «oon be called to 
devise ways 


and 
means for raising the necessary 


amount of money, and it is hoped that 
all ivho are in any way interested in 
the work will assist.

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THE CIRCUS SAMSON. 


TRICKS OF THE ftTRONG MAN AND 


HOW THEV ARE MANAGED. 


VERDI AND MORELLI. 


Pterlel of the Great Mniiclan aad 


the Famous Painter. 


Verdi 
Italy's gieat composer, and 


Morelh, her famous painter, were bound 
by the most tinder friendship from their 
youth aiul bad a reciprocal admiration 
for each other's talent, Verdi saying, 
"I would give all tuj operas to have pro- 
duced one of the Christs of Morelli" 
while the latter, with equal sincerity, 
said, "1 would give all my pictures to 
have composed 'II Troratore.'" 


Two good stories are told of Morelli 


which wjll bear repetition. An authoress 
of note was in Naples and very much de- 
sired to know him, but could find no one 
to act as intermediary. So at last she 
took courage in her hands and resolved 
to introduce herself, but not without 
qualms. As she approached she found 
the studio door open, one more cause of 
embarrassment, and, pushing a curtain 
to one side, stood before the artist at 
work, who, looking at her absentminded- 
ly, said: 
"These lines seem to be all 


right 
What do you say?" And to her 


murmured response he went on: "But 
the. eyes of the nuns do not suit me. 
Pray sit down for a moment; yours are 
just the thing." 
With inward delight 


the woman sat down and acted as model 
for an hour and a half, during which 
writer and artist talked as though they 
had been friends all their lives. At a 
certain point Morelli stopped abruptly, 
took off bis glasses, peered at his hand- 
some model and said, "But, excuse me, 
who are yo»?" 


As all the world knows, Maestro Verdi 


hated public notice in his private hours, 
so thnt one day when returning from 
Posillipo in the company of his wife and 
Moreili he was seriously annoyed when 
the people, recognizing him, began to 
cheer. "I want to drive myself home," 
he said hastily. 
"Morelli, just place 


yourself beside my wife," and, jumping 
out of his own carriage, ha went on to 
the box of one near, thus, of course, es- 
caping notice. Meanwhile Signora Verdi 
and Morelli pursued their way, and, as 
the latter wore a big hal just like that 
of the maestro, they were acclaimed ev- 
erywhere, "Viva Verdi!" "Viva il maes- 
tro!" 


The artist, embarrassed, returned the 


salutes, but every moment became more 
overcome, while his companion enjoyed 
the joke to fj^e full. On arriving at the 
hotel they were met by Verdi, to whom 
his wife said: "You would have choked 
to see Morelli bowing and smiling to the 
crowd as you could never have done. 
He has made your reputation for amia- 
bility," at which the maestro shouted: 
"I really had you there! I knew what 
would happen!" 


A& Odd Way to Pl»h. 


The natives of Tutuila, one of the is- 


lands of Oceaaia, have a peculiar meth- 
od of catching fish. At a given signal all 
the inhabitants of the village assemble 
on tie seashore to the number of about 
200 persons, each one carrying a branch 
of the cocoa palm. With these in their 
hands they plunge into the water and 
Kwiai a certain distance from the shore, 
wbea tfcey turn, forming a compact semi- 
circle, each one holding bis palm per- 
pcndienltr in the water, thus making a 
sort of sieve. Tbe leader of the party 
then gives a signal, and the fishers all 
approach 'the seashore gradually in per- 
fect order, driving before them a multi- 
tude of fishes that are cast on the sand* 
and killed* with sticks. 


A Gooa Deal of Hawbo* IB the Fe»t« 


He Perfarmi^-TIte Knack of Break- 
in* Stonea With the Flat —Feat* 
With the Teeth ExpUine*. 


"There are tricks in all trades," said 


the old circus strong man, "but the trade 
of the circus Hercules is mostly all tricks. 
Anybody with ordinary strength can do 
the feats that seem so wonderfal when 
done by these tan bark Samsons. 
In 


fact, few of them require any particular 
musculn^ exertion, but are accomplished 
simply by trickery. 


"The 4umbbells used by the perform- 


ers are always hollow and weigh much 
leas than the figures marked upon them 
would indicate. When you see a man 
pretending to put above his head a bell 
marked 400 or 500 pounds, you may safe- 
ly conclude that he is- trying to fool you. 
The very greatest weight ever lifted in 
this way was 245 pounds, 'Cyclops' ac- 
complishing the feet in Cleveland in 
1893. Genuine dumbbells closely resem- 
bling the hollow ones are thrown out 
into the audience for inspection, but 
these are never the on.es used by the 
strong man or woman, 


"Another common feat that arouses 


wonder is the breaking of stones with 
the fist. Spectators think that a man 
who can bring his clinched hand down 
upon a rock and flake a piece off with 
one blow must have tremendous mus- 
cles, but an ordinary man can do this if 
he knows how, while, on the other hand, 
old Samson himself couldn't hare done it 
unless he had been put on to the trick. 


"You 
will notice that tne strong man 


always provides a solid piece of iron or 
stone upon which to crack his rocks. 
Now, 
if he held the stone to be smashed 


firmly against this support he might 
pound away at it until doomsday with- 
out hurting anything but bis fist, but 
notice closely, and you will see that he 
holds the small stone a sixteenth of an 
inch above the support, and when he hits 
it it's tfce concussion that breaks it. 
Any one can do it neatly after a little 
practice. 


"A little more real strength is needed 


in the feat of lifting a barrel of svater 
and two men \vith the teeth, but not 
much. A man of ordinary strength can 
accomplish it. To begin with, the water \ 
barrel, which if genuine would weigh 
with its contents about 900 pounds, has 
a false top and bottom and holds only 
eaough water so that a littie can be let 
out of the bunghola to deceive the on- 
lookers. Fastened to the barrel and to 
the waist of the performer and conceal- 
ed by a sash which he wears Is a rope. 
This is deftly hitched to the barrel when 
it is lifted up for him to take the mouth- 
piece in his teeth. 


"The 
mouthpiece exactly fits his 


mouth, so that whatever weight comes 
here is usually sustained by. the jaw. 
Here comes the thrilling moment! Two 
men lift themselves upon the barrel, and, 
with two other sturdy fellows to support 
his back and keep his balance, the strong 
man slowly lifts the barrel. 
Bending 


back, he supports the weight at an angle 
of about 45 degrees, apparently with his 
teeth, but actually-upon his chest It's a 
sensational act; buf, as a matter of rfaet, 
more strength is required in the men who 
support him than in the star performer 
himself. Not more than 200 pounds were 
ever actually supported by any athlete 
in this fashion. 


"The mouthpiece used in this trick is 


employed in all acts where the perform- 
ers appear to hang by their teeth. It is 
so constructed that when one gets it in 
his mouth he cannot let go of- it until the 
weight is taken off. So circus folks do 
not really support their weight or the 
weight of any other object by their teeth. 
It is actually on the neck that most of 
the strain comes, and performers doing 
this stunt very much gets an abnormal 
neck development. Nowadays my neck 
measures sixteen inches, but when I was 
in the business it was nineteen inches 
around. 


"About the only act that requires real 


strength is that of supporting a horse on | 
a teeter board, but even in this trick the 
most important needs are nerve and a 
well trained horse. 
Bodily strength 


comes third. I'll never forget to my 
dying day the first time I tried this. I 
had rigged up two chairs as strongly as 
possible in a barn and fastened them to 
the floor, after which 1 had put a board 
across between them to support a teeter, 
upon which I had trained my pony to 
walk. When the animal had learned his 
lesson thoroughly and would ascend the 
teeter and balance at the word of com- 
mand, I prepared for the final test. 


"In place of the board connecting the 


chairs I put my own body. Across my 
chest I put the teeter board. Then, Jock- 
ing my feet firmly in one chair and my 
arms around the back of toe other, I 
called, 'Romeo!' 


"He came from the hall, straight for 


the teeter. Then my nerve failed- me. I 
cried 'Whoa!' wildly, but; Romeo didn't 
ncern to know the meaning: of the word. 
On he came, directly up the incline. 
There was no backing out. All that I 
could do was to hang on desperately, and 
this I did. When Romeo got above my 
chest, be balanced himself gracefully for 
awhile—it seemed nn hour to me, though 
It was only a few seconds—then he went 
off the other side. I had succeeded, and 
the trick was not so bard as I had feared. 


"It appears to the -audience as if the 


man in this act was supporting the 
weight largely with bis neck. 
Such is 


not the case, for most of it comes oa his 
arms and legs, and the latter are fastened 
so that they cannot become loosened. It 
takes strength, but not extraordinary 
strength. 


"Not unlike th« trick, but requiring 


even less muscular power, is the feat of 
supporting a lot of people on a board 
placed across your body while you are 
bent over backward. This is certainly 
the easiest way for a man to support bis 
lamily I know of. Before the athlete 
bends his body his feet are braced so 
Wrongly that they can't slide. Then he 
bends bock and a board is placed xccosi 
bis knees and shoulders, upon which an- 
other board is put crosswise for the men 
to get upon. In this position the bones 
4f the arms and legs support the weight, 
.nd as the bone of a healthy human be- 
ng is pretty strong a number of men 
may get upon the board without causing 
the slightest inconvenience. The bones 
will have to be crushed before anything 
will give way,"—New York Sun.

A Lirt SACRIFICED 


Through F«r of fc»w Routing to 


Accidents.! Ssootltg by Hunters 
Machlaa, If*., Nov. 5.~Lesle Bowker 


died f rom a bullet wound yesterday, the 
victim of a hunter's mistake. His 
friends consider that his life was sac- 
rificed in the operation of the new 
statute iu 'lais state which imposes 
punishment *a a hunter convicted of 
killing another \srrson. Bowker on Sat- 
urday was ?unuisg in ths vicinity of 
Great Falls on the Machias river. He 
was crossing an open ield and was shot 
by a gunner ia he nearby woods. The 
rifle ball cut a furrow across the left 
leg and passed entirely through bis 
right thigh. He shrieked from pain 
and the hunter in tbe woods made off as 
quickly as possible. Bowker- buckled 
bis belt around his wounded limb aud at- 
tempted to walk. He fell after goin:; 
about 300 yards, completely exhausted. 


On reviving he repeatedly discharged 


his rifle to attract attention and finally 
a party of four hunters were attracted. 
These men took Bowker to the river 
and in a canoe paddled five miles, then 
carrying him to a vehicle by which he 
was driven two miles to his home. 
Bowker was so weak from less ef bleorl 
and the journey, together with ex- 
posure, that he died yesterday. Had he 
received assistance at the time he was 
shot or a reasonable time thereafter his 
life would have been saved. Tbe cir- 
cumstances ax Bowker described them 
to the hunters who found him indicated 
that the shooting was accidental, bnt the 
responsible party was afraid to give aid 
out of fear of the law. Bowker was 23 
years old.

FBOM VXBflT PAQ* 


The Flnt Electric Victim.

recting Commodore Schley to leave 
Cienfuegos before daylight of May 23, 
and aaid tbat as this order had directed 
that, if possible, the squadron should 
leave before daylight of that day, it 
should be constructed as a message of 
urgency. "Clearly," he said, '•Commo- 
dore Schley was under urgent Instruc- 
tions to leave for Santiago; he did not 
do so, but he did not leave until the 
evening of the next day." 


Respecting the order that the flying 


squadron on leaving Cienfuegos should 
mask its movements, Mr, Hanna said 
that this order was not carried out. 


In concluding the subject of the first 


and second *peciUcations, Mr. Hanna 
presented the following points covering 
these specifications, which, he said, he 
had made In th« form of inquiries:

learned that there were Cubans in the 
neighborhood where such signals were 
displayed. 


4—Why order No. 6 directing that 


steps be taken to prevent the enemy 
from continuing work on certain new 
fortifications was not obeyed. 


5—Why the order directing the mask- 


ing of the movements of the fleet on 
leaving Cienfuegos was not obeyed. 


6—The natuw and causes of the cur- 


rent said to have accounted for the 
steaming of the ships off shore at night, 
while on blockade at Cienfuegos. 


7—Why, after learning positively that 


the Spanish squadron was not there and 
accepting this report as conclusive, the 
commodere sent official letters and telp- 
grams saying not that he would leave 
at once, but on the following day. 


8—Why the commodore failed to re- 


port to any high authority that he act- 
ually did leave Cienfueges on the eve 
of tbe 24th if as appears, he did so f aij 
to report; and generally, 


9—Why, irrespective of signals, orders 


or aids from any source, the command- 
ing officer of the flying squadron did 
not, while at Cienfuegos, of his own 
motion and with resources under his 
command, do something to gain infor- 
mation of the Spanish fleet 


In taking up the third specification 


of the precept, concerning the cruise 
from Cienfuegos to Santiago. He ad- 
mitted that the Eagle had delayed tbe 
progress of the squadron, but said this 
was not due to the weather, bat to th« 
water in her compartments. "As to 
whether the lighting ships should have 
been held back for tho Eagle I do not 
express an opinion before this court," 
said Mr. Hanna, and then witb this 
sentence he landed the squadron 25 
miles south of Santiago, May 26, and 
then took up the retrograde movement. 


He said that in making this movement 


Commodore Schley had not only taken 
away from Santiago the fighting ships 
of the flying squadrou, but also the 
scout vessels located there by the gov- 
ernment to watch the mouth of the har- 
bor. "During this time," he said, "the 
gates of the harbor were left entirely 
unguarded, and it was not our fault 
that Cervera's fleet did not get away 
without being destroyed."

STILL GREATER SACRIFICES

nre Very largely—Bay State Re- 
publicans Expect 55,000 Plurality 


Boston, Nov. 5.—Following is a list of 


elections taking place today: 


A Republican plurality of from 30,000 


to 40,000 is the concession of the Demo- 
cratic leaders in Massachusetts. Re- 
publican leaders say that their plurality 
will be 55.000. 


Connecticut will elect delegates to the 


convention to revise the constitution of 
the state, In accordance with the result 
of the popular rote cast at the election 
on the question held on Oct. 7. 


Iowa will elect a full ticket of state 


officers and legislature, to which falls 
the duty of electing a United States sen- 
ator for the term which began March 4 
last. For the state officers there are five 
regularly nominated tickets In the field; 
Democratic, Republican, Prohibition, 
Populist and Socialist. 


Kentucky will elect Its legislature, 


which will choose a United States sen- 
ator to succeed "William 3. Deboe, Re- 
publican, his term ending March 4,3903. 
The present legislature of Kentucky is 
Democratic in both houses—by 12 in tlie 
senate and 20 in the house of represen- 
tatives; 32 on joint ballot. 


Maryland will elect controller and 


cleric of the state court of appeals, and 
the members of the state legislature, 
which will elect a United States s<-na- 
tor as successor to George L. Welling- 
ton, who was elected as a Republican, 
and whose term will end March "4,1003. 
The Maryland senate consists of 27 
members and the house of delegates of 
91. Of the senators IS hold over—10 
Democrats and 8 Republicans. Thus 
the Democrats will need to elect but 
four members to control that body. 
For the two state officers there are six 
tickets in the field. 


Mississippi will elect state treasurer 


and secretary of state for four years, 
the term ending January, 1904. This 
will be a special election by order of the 
governor. 


Nebraska will elect supreme court 


judge and two regents of the state uni- 
versity. 


New Jersey will elect governor and 


legislature. For governor four nomi- 
nations have been regularly mad';, as 
follows: Democratic, James M. Sey- 
mour; Republican, Franklin Murphy; 
Prohibition, Joel W. Brown; Social 
Democratic, Charles H. Vail. The last 
named is a clergyman. 


New Tfork will elect the members of 


the assembly and fill two vacancies in 
the senate. A congressman is to be 
chosen in the 24th dist/ict to fill the 
vacancy caused by the death of A"'bert, 
D. Shaw. Nine judges of the supreme 
court are also to be chosen—four in tbe 
1st district, one each in the 3d. 4th and 
7th districts, and two in the 6th dis- 
trict. 


Ohio will elect state officers and leg- 


islature.' The legislature to meet in 
January next, will choose a United 
States senator as successor of Joseph 
B. Foraker, Republican, whose term 
will end March 4,1903. 


Pennsylvania will elect state treasurer 


and Judge of the supreme court, and 
vote upon three proposed amendments 
to the state constitution. For the two 
state offices the Democrats and the new 
union (anti-machine Republican) party 
have fused. 


Rhode Island will elect state officers 


and legislature. For state officers there 
are three tickets in the field. 


Virginia will elect state officers and 


legislature. 


Betting Favors Low 


New York, Nov. 5.—At midnight last 


Bight both sides of tbe municipal con- 
test were claiming the victory. The 
fusion leaders were more in evidence 
at their headquarters than were the 
Democrats at theirs, the latter, after 
the distribution of campaign funds in 
the afternoon, having hurried to their 
several election precinets to give their 
last orders to their followers. Wagers 
were laid at 10 to 7 on Low and the rest 
of the city ticket.

First Federal Appointment. 


Poker has its victories no less renown- 


ed than penuehle. It mot only has won 
fortunes, bnt positions as well. Many a 
man owes his success in business to his 
character as read by an opponent in a 
game of draw, says the New York Press. 
There is a banker in New York who ac- 
knowledges that poker made him. When 
a young man, he had the good fortune to 
sit in a game with three railroad officials 
and a rich merchant, being invited mere- 
ly to make a fifth hand, as the four did 
not care to "cut each other's throats." On 
his account the limit was made small. 
-So well did he play his hand that he 
gained the respect, friendship and admi- 
ration of the old merchant, who forth- 
with became his patron. With such as- 
sistance his road to fortune was easy. 


Three presidents of the United States 


had a strong liking for Walter Q. Gresh- 
am because he was the best poker player 
of their acquaintance. When Indiana de- 
manded the appointment />f a United 
States district judge in 1*99, Senator 
Morten appealed to General Grant in be- 
half of a man whom he desired to have 
the onlce. Grant asked: "What has be- 
come of yoong Gresham who was a colo- 
nel of the Fifty-third Indiana, as I re- 
member him? He was with me at Vicks- 
bnrg." "Oh, he is practicing law in Indi- 
anapolis," 
said Morton indifferently. 


"Well," continued the president, "I used 
to play poker with him in the war and 
took quite a liking to him. He was a 
mighty good, cool player, and I believe he 
will make a good jndge. 80 if you don't 
care I'll appoint him to this place." Thus 
Gresham got his first federal appoint- 
ment. 


Gresham's good play as much as his 


brilliant statesmanship made him * big 
man ia the estimation of Arthur and 
Cleveland. The former appointed him to 
no leu than three offices—postmaster 
general, secretary of the treasury and 
district judge. Cleveland made him sec- 
retary of state notwithstanding his for- 
mer stout Republicanism. Arthur dislik- 
ed to appoint him district Jndge, as it 
took him away from Washington and tho

WIRED OYSTERS 


What a Kentucky Man Learned 


Abo at Them In tlie East. 


"By the way," said this oyster lover, 


"did you ever hear of wiring Chesapeake 
bay oysters for export to China? No? 
Well, in tlie early nineties I was at Cape 
Charles, a little place in Northampton 
county, Va., which, with Accomac coun- 
ty, forms Virginia's share ol the penin- 
sula that helps to make the great bay. 


"Aside from the little place being the 


terminus of a branch of the Pennsyl- 
'vania railroad from Wilmington, its chief 
importance was as an entrepot for fish 
and oysters, potatoes, sage and other 


I garden truck. 


"But to me the most remarkable busi- 


,ness was the oyster wiring establishment. 
The harbor, as it is called, was one of 
Uncle Sam's products. The federal gov- 
ernment had completed nature's work, 
and by dredging had made an inlet for 
decent sized boats. 
The wiring place 


was along this inlet. 


"Oyster boats would come in and shovel 


.their loads into barges alongside the 
! wharf. Ths oysters would be given a 
jgood feed of sea water in the baskets 
and then would be taken up in barges to 
the wiring establishment. 


"When the wiring business was first 


started the work was done entirely by 
hand. A" wire would be wound around 
the oyster and then tightened aud fasten- 
ed with a pair of pincers. But American 
ingenuity was quick to respond to the 
need, and when I was in Cape Charles 
they had machines which did the wiring, 
'tightening and cutting of the wire. In 
fact all the handler of the oyster had to 
do was to put the oyster within the wire / 
and the machine did the rest. 


"An oyster thus wired was practically 


hermetically sealed— but with a stomach 
full enough to live on for many days. 


"The next step was to place the wired 


oyster mouth upward in barrels and so 
tightly wedged in that1 there would be no 
displacement. They were then ready for 
their long journey. 
"The closely packed barrels were ship- 


ped by rail to San Francisco aad there 
they were unwired and dumped into 
barges which had been partially filled 
with sea water and a liberal sprinkling 
of cornmeal. They were allowed to feed 
to thfir heart's content, and when it 
was thought that they had a sufficiency 
they were given a rewiring. Then they 
were shipped to the main ports of Japan 
and China, and I have hoard it said that 
they retained their orig-;al flaver won- 
derfully." 
"What has become of this industry? 
"I cannot tell you, but I fear that a 


Chesapeake bay oyster wiiich was wired, 
shipped by rail to San Francisco, un- 
wired, given a good meal, rewired and 
then taken by steamer to Japan or China, 
would cost as must as peacock's brains."

Robert A., the son has 
rendered his most valuable service to 
the community by his efforts to insti- 
tute among various classes of business 
men, such as bankers, jewelers, etc., 
organized measures for the protection 
of property, 
and is therefore better 


qualified than perhaps any other man 
in the country to deal with the sub- 
'ject of treating different classes of in- 
dividuals as classes.

Czolgosz, the president's assailant, 


carried with him the creed of the an- 
archist society to which he belongs and 
a pamphlet detailing advice for suc- 
cessful assassination issued by an or- 
ganization v.'laose avowed purpose is 
murder, says the New York Herald's 
special correspondent at Buffalo. These 
have been found by the police and are 
printed In full below. They compx'lse 
two of the mos* cru^l documents ever 
issued by civilized beings. 


In full detail and with marvelous 


cunning such recruits as Czolgosz were 
initiated tlius into the mysteries of the 
order and the successful accomplish- 
ments of its ends. 


A manual purports to give some in- 


struction for assassins. It is construct* 


ed In so cuuiing a manner that a man 
like Czolgosz must surely have been 
Impelled wiiu a desire to follow out 
its directions. 


This manual is the work of the Free 


society, of wlilch t!ie anarchists now 
under arrest in Chicago are said to 
comprise many of the members of the 
executive committee. It is the most 
sensational proof of the existence of a 
plot yet discovered. 


A copy of it is as follows: 
We hereby bind oureelve* together to advoctta 


ttd work lor the destruction of the existing so- 
cial order, with its laws and institutions, gnd 
the common division of property. We hold it to 
be seli evident that the government, the law, the 
ichools, the churches and the preas are in the 
pay and under the control of the capitalists and 
will never consent to the laborer*' demand! unless 
compelled by force. 


We maintain that all property owned by cor- 


porations and individuals should be destroyed and 
all capital w;r..ch has been produced by labor 
•hculd be transtcrred into common property, for 
it is only when capita' is made common and in- 
divisible that all can be made to partake full? 
and freely of the fruits of common activity. Only 
by the impossibility of acquiring individual capi- 
tal can. every onp be compelled to woit who 
claims a right to lire. As in former times, no 
privilege in ih2 class ever relinquished its tyran- 
ny. No more con we take it for granted that the 
capitalists of the present day will forego their 
piirilept-a and their authority without compul- 
sion. 


It is therefore self evident that the fight of the 


proletariat against the upper and the middle 
classes must be of a violent character and that 
mere wage conflicts can never lead to the goal. 


We show by numerous illustrations, that all at- 


tempts which have been made in the past to do 
away with existing monstrous soda! systems 
through peaceful means—for example, the ballot 
box—have been utterly useless and will be so in 
t>e future. We know, therefore, that the ruling 
class wil^ not voluntarily relinquish the preroga- 
tives and will make no concessions to us. 


Under all these circumstances there is only on* 


remedy left—force. 


Our platform is simple mid divided as follows: 
First—Destruction of existing class domination 


through inexorable revolution and international 
activity. 


Second.—The building of 8 free society on com- 


munistic organizations or productions. 


Third.—Free exchange of equivalent product* 


through the productive organization, without job- 
bing and profit making. 
•'*'' 


Fourth.—Organization of the educational1'sys- 


tem upon nonreligious lines and on an equal 
basis for both sexes. 


Fifth.—Equal ri|hts for all without distinction 


of sex or race. 


Sivth.—The regulation of public affairs through 


agreements between the independent communes 
and confederacies. 


Leon Czolgosz now asserts that he 


belongs to the International Arbeiter 
Zeltung association, which is divided 
into eighty groups of anarchists. It is 
ruled by a central committee, located 
in Chicago, of which the members are 
said to be Abraham Isaak, Michael 
Hose, Alfred Schneider, Henry Tre- 
vaglio and Morris Fox. 


^ Indirectly the Free society is connect- 
ed with the Arbeiter .Zeitnng associa- 
tion. The Free society has issued large 
quantities of printed material, a key to 
which is now in tne possession of the 
police of Buffalo and Chicago. Phys- 
ical force is tbe doctrine that is at all 
times taught Opposition & society as 
It now exists Is tbe watchword. Spe- 
cial stress is laid upon success. 


Among tbe belongings of Czolgosz 


was found a manual of instructions for 
the successful execution of anarchical 
assassinations by knife or bullet, to- 
gether with complete details or plans 
and a method of supplying the assassin 
with funds. Rules for bis conduct un- 
der all circumstances are supplied. The 
words "murder" and "assassination" 
are not used, but for them is substi- 
tuted "event" and "action." 


Tbe manual contains the following: 
There will be three periods in any event: (1) 


The period of preparation for tbe action; (2) the 
moment of the action itself; (3) the portion ol 
time which follows tbe deed. 


It is easily comprehensible to everybody that 
the danger of <Us0ov*rr i« tb* aroatpr tfc» mor» 
•nroerous th* number of people or the gmnp 
which contemplate* the dead. When a deed it 
decided upon, let a comrade be selected, in ths 
•suaj way, who does no* live at the place of "ac- 
tion." 


Whoever If selected and willing to execute ths 


deed must put the question to himself and an- 
awer it to the satisfaction of his comrades, u 
well as his own, whether he Is able or not to 
carry out the action by jpimseR If he gives per 
feet assurance of suflkient mental control and 
resolution to perform the deed singly, let him 
absolutely initiate no one in the matter end let 
htm "act" alone. But if that is not (he CMC let 
him look wjtb the greatest care for just as many 
fellows as he must absolutely have—no more, no 
less.

As to "actio-i," as to the scene of action, select 


personally that point of vantage which seem* tc 
absolutely inr, et success, even though some eon 
radr must necessarily sacrifice himself. 


Success, success, success, must be the constant 


watchword, for there is nothing like the saccest 
of en action to inspire an impale* for a new 
deed. Too great care, therefore, cannot be exer- 
cised in the n-.-tter of selecting the scene of ac- 
tion.

HONEY AND BEESWAX, 


Wbere They Are Produced «nd 


Where Much deertvax Goes. 


Keeping bees is a pleasant and classic 


occupation, sanctioned by poets in all 
ages; moreover, *nd tv> the practical mod- 
era this is far more important, it is a pay- 
ing business when scientifically conduct- 
ed. The number of beekeepers in this 
country is estimated at about -300,000, 
and they sell annually some 3,000,000 or 
4,000,000 pounds of their sweet produce. 
In every state of the Union they may be 
found, but Florida, Texas, California, 
Colorado, New Mexico, Arizona,, Michi- 


j £an, Wisconsin and central and northern 


I New York are the great beekeeping sec- 


I tions. Wherever great luantilies of bass- 
1 wood, buckwheat and, of course, clover, 


are found, there beekeeping means a pret- 
ty good income. Some bee farmers have 
1,500 to 3,000 colonies under their care 
and have reduced the business to a pretty 
exact science. 


In Colorado, Arizona and states in the 


neighborhood of the great desert the 
honey "crop" is as sure as anything can 
well be. even the proverbial "death and 
taxes.'", Elsewh£rtfjthe clover crop may 
be ruined by ram or dnfugtit, but there 
tbe sun is sure to shine asd the canals are 
sure to iirigate, so that the lack of clover 
is practically impossible. And it is al- 
falfa clover, too, of which four- crops are 
certain ereiy year. Under these condi- 
tions it is not surprising to find in Ari- 
zona and similar states whole counties 
keeping bees as in other parts of the 
country people cultivate farms. It is, in 
fact, tbe only ceitain thing in that ill fa- 
vored land, as the alfalfa clover is the 
one gjreea difeig that can coas a livelihood 
out of inhospitable soil. 


Maeterlinck has written a book about 


the bee. Perhaps some philosopher will 
one day arise to sing the praises of the 
clover, living where nothing else can 
grow, and, alone of oil "weeds," enriching 
tbe soil which gives it life. Arizona folk 
may not be philosophers, but they are 
properly grateful to the kindly blossom. 


If the story of the clover is somewhat 


romantic, that of the beeswax is hardly 
less 
so. 
Several hundred 
thousand 


pounds of beeswax are produced every 
year, and prices are steady and conserv- 
ative. 
Much of it goes into common- 


place uses. Shoemakers, dentists, thread 
manufacturers and the like use much 
of it and cannot use anything in its 
place; giassworkers, too, require it for 
molding purposes, but the interesting part 
of the beeswax business comes when it is 
exported to .Russia. The Greek church 
uses nothing but pure beeswax for its 
candles. This, apparently, is an ecclesias- 
tical law. 
So beeswax is exported in 


enormous quantities to bum in Russian 
churches. When the price is low, all that 
can be procured is bonght up for exporta- 
tion. It is distinctly an interesting ca- 
reer, this of the beeswax, beginning with 
the irrigation of the desert and ending as 
the candles flicker before an eastern 
shrine.—New York Tribune.

Room* Become Tainted and Trans- 


mit the Disease. 


The theory that the disease of cancer 


may through certain media prove itself 
infectious is on« which is meeting with 
considerable attention in nonmedical as 
well as in medical circles, and the convic- 
tion is gradually spreading that houses 
and more particularly individual rooms 
may become infected with the germs of 
this fearful malady. 
- Specific instances are constantly being 
cited in support of such an assumption, 
and one of the most telling which at pres- 
ent has come before our notice is that of 
two women contracting the disease after 
occupying a house wherein four or five 
years previously a cancer patient bad 
died. 


The remarkable part of this story is 


that a third lady who had resided in the 
house between these two tenancies also 
developed the illness after an interval of 
close upoa two years. 


To learn whether such instances are 


commonly recognized in the medical pro- 
fession oV whether they are merely iso- 
lated examples to which no particular 
importance may be attached a reporter 
visited several cancer specialists. 


At the Cancer hospital in Fulham road 


the authorities were reticent on the sub- 
ject. 


"I believe," observed the house surgeon 


cautiously, "that cancer is not regarded 
as contagious in medical circles." 


A well known specialist, however, who 


has devoted many years to an exhaustive 
study of the subject was more inclined to 
Waive the professional etiquette which 
disallows a conversation with a layman 
Upon matters medical. 


"I should be only too pleased," be said, 


"if this matter received the attention at 
the hands of the public which it undoubt- 
edly deserves. For my own part I am 
fully convinced that cancer, without be- 
ing essentially a contagious disease, may 
tinder certain circumstances prove itself 
infectious. Whether this view is general- 
ly entertained I am not prepared to state. 
Nevertheless I have no hesitation in as- 
sorting that before many years hare 
passed precautionary measures will be 
sdopted in the case-of cancer patients, as 
they undoubtedly will in the case of con- 
sumptives. 


"There is nothing at all remarkable in 


the instances you refer to. Only a few 
weeks back my attention was directed to 
the case oi a young and apparently 
healthy girl who developed cancerous 
troubles after sleeping in a room wherein 
her mother had some years back suc- 
cumbed to the disease. This might possi- 
bly be a hereditary case, though the like- 
lihood is considerably discounted by the 
fact that a third woman who occupied 
the room also contracted the malady. 


"Such instances are becoming far too 


common to be disregarded. Thorough dis- 
infection would probably be an effective 
remedy, though it is necessary in the first 
instance to trace the actual causes of in- 
fection." 


From a ssaside resort comes a report of 


a family who stayed for a few weeks at 
a house where a woman ha3 died from 
cancer about a year previously. A girl 
who occupied the patient's bedroom sub- 
sequently developed cancer, not a trace of 
which had hitherto existed in the family.

There has been from the first no 


show of interest in the state election 
or any contest on purely party lines. 
The five cornered representative con- 
test has Interested "the friends of the 
several candidates, however, in a cam 
paiga that is largely personal, and 
it is the only contest in which the citi- 
zens have any uncertainty as to the 
outcome. In all other cases North Ad- 
ams only wants to know tbe size of 
th« majority. 


•The voting this morning started very 


slowly, and there was not 'much show 
of interest until the noon hour. At 1 
o'clock the vote in most of the wards 
averaged about 75 less than last year 
at the same time. 


The Transcript took the number of 


vqjes cast in five of the wardsfcat 1 
o'clock. The record wes as follows: 
Ward 1, 198; >ward 2, 253; ward 3, ?09; 
ward 4, 275; ward 5, 287. 


The total votes cast in wards 6 and 


7 at 1.45 were 315 and 348 respectively. 


This makes a total of 1985, and 


would indicate a vote of less than 3000 
for the whole city today. 


It is almost impossible at 2 o'clock 


to get any reliable indication of th<e 
probable outcome of the representative 
contest. Republicans believe their can 
didates are going to win, and there 
seems to be little reason for thinking 
otherwise; but each of''the democrats 
has confident supporters, and there are 
still a few confident Childs backer.?.

Air «>d Artificial Light.

MILK !N LEIPSIC 


The Method* r«ed In That City to 


Protect It* Purity. 


"I was talking to a man from Leipsio 


recently about the system of milk inspec- 
tion in that city," said a well known. New 
Oi leans specialist, "and I am convinced 
that they have the best system in the 
world, and in my judgment American 
cities would do well to copy it 
They 


unquestionably succeed in getting pure 
milk, and there does not seem to be much 
chance for spreading disease in this way. 


"In Leipsic they are very careful. Sta- 


bles must be kept clean. The person 
who keeps cows must be experiemced In 
the business. They are particularly caie- 
ful about the cows that give milk used 
in feeding children. In order that no 
mistake be made the rules governing the 
dairy business require the cows to be 
branded. The rules provide for au in- 
jection of tuberculosis lymph, and the 
cows must be healthy and must show no 
reaction after the injection. This injec- 
tion takes place before the cow is placed 
In the stable. If a cow should happen to 
get sick, the fact must be immediately' re- 
ported, and the veterinary surgeon who 
has charge of this matter reports the 
case to the council. The sick cow is gen- 
erally isolated. This matter, however, is 
discretionary with the surgeon who su- 
perintends the business. The veterinary 
surgeon has such complete supervision 
of these matteis that he can even pass 
on the food ghen to the CQWS and can re- 
ject any pan or all of it if he pleases. 


"But their is another point. The per- 


son who docs the milking must furnish 
a physician's certificate to the effect that 
he or she is free from infectious or nau- 
seous disease, and tuberculosis is espe- 
cially mentioned in the rule. The milk 
is strained and centrifugally purified and 
must be thoroughly cooled before it is 
served to the customers. If the milk is 
sold in bottles, patent stoppers are used. 
All these requirements have more partic- 
ular reference to the milk 
furnished 


babies. 
There is one thing probably 


more important than any other in this 
connection, and that is in the matter of 
food. Cows which give the milk used in 
nourishing babies are given only dry food, 
such as hay and meal, and they are never 
allowed to graze on pastures. They must 
be kept in the stables, and in' this way the 
healthiest and purest milk possible ia 
served to the infants of the country."— 
New Orleans Times-Democrat.

From the southern 
point they will go east to the sea. Ma- 
jor Manifold will tuea go to Szechuen 
and afterward to Burma.

These expeditions are part of the 


British intelligence service, which baa 
been most active during the past year. 
They were instituted principally be- 
cause it was discovered during the ex- 
peditions for the relief of the legations 
that the Information in regard to tbo 
country was very inaccurate. 


The Ant'a Brain. 


The brain of the ant has been the in* 


teresting subject of recent study by Pro- 
fessor Forei, the Swiss zoologist. This 
organ is well developed in the workers, 
smaller in the 'females and merely rudi- 
mentary in the males. The insects have 
the senses of sight, smell, touch and 
taste, hearing being doubtful. The ants 
are endowed with memory and reasoning 
powers, and in their warfare it is easy 
to see their courage, their despair, their 
ardor for the fray and their personal 
hatreds.

Grow Old Gracefully. 


It is a curious fancy that education 


Is a thing to acquire in a lump and have 
done with &» nocn as possible, as if it 
',\ere measles. In nine cases out of ten 
the child leaves scholastic association* 
tin leaving school. When th« 'graduates, 
la white dresses or their best coats, are 
reading essays on the art of government 
and tb« relation qf the passages in the 
pyramids to the astronomic theories of 
the Chaldeans, it would seem to a sym- 
[athetle observer as if the work of the 
^chool had but just begun. It is too bad 
(hat in many cases it not only ceases, 
I at that the scholar* goes backward, 
this does not mean simply that he for- 
pets what he has been taught, for 
|iuch that we go through, in schools 
(s for training, not remembrance; but he 
forgets the influences that have surround- 
td him, forgets the lessons of history he 
lias learned, forgets to follow those sub- 
jects which have been to him sources of 
pure pleasure and profitable research. 


One does not do so when he enters the 


business world with a fixed purpose, 
tie knows that his preparation is never 
complete, that he must always study, ex- 
Iitnine and inquire, that he could not 
know all that is to be known of a subject 
if his lifetime were doubled. That man 
taay well be alarmed who discovers that 
tie has ceased to grow; that he no longer 
profits by new experiences: that he can no 
longer address himself with energy and 
interest to new subjects, for such a man 
has come to the end of his life, even 
though the day of his death may be far 
distant. 


After falling,into business habits not 


oae persoo ta a thousand trios to fall out 
of them. The easy way is the usual way, 
though it is not always the way of the 
higher profit. If one were to take but 
half an hour out of the twenty-four— 
though a whole hour would be little 
enough for profitable reading—he would 
before long be master of a theme and 
would be a roan of note in his specialty. 
He could command a language or a sci- 
ence or an art and double his usefulness 
and happiness. And that is the main 
thing, to increase content. There, is a_ 
h»ean satisfaction in stagnation, but there 
is a high satisfaction in the knowledge 
that we are of use to our fellows and 
that our lives are not in vain. 


"We can then associate with our seniors 


when we are young and with our juniors 
as our hair prows gray; for as we age 
(rar minds will broaden instead of harden, 
bur views and sympathies will grow 
fcrarraer and mellower and our place in 
fche world will be higher than if we had 
merely dropped our books at the end of 
school. 


Michael Angelo carried his books with 


him so long as he could read and spoke of 
himself as a schoolboy. 
Newton said 


that his great discovery was but a single 
pebble on the shore of the ocean of truth. 
We who are not Angelos or Newtons 
can at least copy their example and a* 
the end we may, through our humble, un- 
watched studies, give to the world some 
fcact, some thought, some' fancy that will 
fix itself in the memories of a generation 
to come and will make us the happier 
that we have shown this result of living.

dent Roosevelt's literary work just now 
because be Is the first man of letters 
to occupy the presidential chair since 
Thomas Jefferson, sayn the New York 
Sun. Mr. Roosevelt bas been a writer 
for twenty yeart, or nearly half bla 
life, and bis productions have been 
widely read. It is but natural, how- 
erer, now th»t he is at tbe bead of the 
national government, that a larger pro- 
portion of the people should turn to pee 
wbat their president bas done in the 
world of letters. 
' His first publication waa a histor- 
ical work. It appeared wben be bad 
been only a year out of college. 
He 


was graduated from Harvard in 1880, 
and "The Naval War ot 1812; or, Tho 
History of the United States Navy 
During the Last War With Great Brit- 
ain," by Theodore Roosevelt, was pub- 
lished in New York city in 1882. 
It 


will be noticed that his investigations 
Into history, tbe conduct of navies and 
warfare were begun In bis earliest 
manhood. Tbe Nation said of his first 
book: 
! "Tbe impartiality of the author's 
Judgments and tbe thoroughness with 
iWbich the evidence is sifted are re- 
>markable and worthy of high praise." 


, Mr. Rooseveltfs next work, published 
itbree years later, was entitled "Hunt- 
Ing Trips of a Ranchman; Sketches of 


I Sport on the Northern Cattle Plains, 
[Together With Personal Experiences 
'of Life on a Cattle Ranch." It was il- 
lustrated by A. B. Frost, R. Swain Gif- 
|ford, J. C. Beard, Fannie E. Gifford 
and Henry Sandham and was publisb- 
ied ta 1885 by the Putnams In the Me- 
dora Edition, quarto, limited to 500 
copiwi and sold by subscription at $15. 
jOf the author's work The Nation said: 


[ "His style is simple and devoid of 
pretense of fine writing, yet his de- 
scriptions of scenery are often most 
eloquent" 


In 188T Mr. Roosevelt wrote the "Life 


of Thomas Hart Benton" and in the 
following year "Gouverneur Morris," 
both duodecimo volumes, published In 
the Ari^rlcau Statesmen series by 
|Houghton, Mifflin & Co. at Boston. In 
itbe same year another duodecimo vol- 
ume by him was published by the Put- 
,nams under the title "Essays on Prac- 
•tical Politics." It was In the series 
[Questions of the Day. His most 1m- 
,portant work appearing that year, 1888, 
[however, was "Ranch Life and the 
(Hunting Trail," a folio volume pub- 
lished by The Century company and 
Illustrated by Frederic Remington. Tbe 
Saturday Review said of this book: 


"If It be true that ranching—that is, 


stock raising on the plains—Is, in its 
present form, doomed and can hardly 
outlive the century, all the more grate- 
ful ought we to be to Mr. Theodore 
Roosevelt for having stereotyped its 
essential features and presented tbem 
to us in so attractive a form as tbe 
present volume." 


The Century company published a 


,new popular edition of this work in 
1896, an octavo volume of 186 pages in 
cloth covers. In the following year the 
'first two volumes of tbe work which 
bas been called perhaps Mr. Roosevelt's 
most substantial literary achievement, 
"The Winning of the West," were ia- 
sued by the Putnams. Tbe whole work 
is in five volumes, octavo, with maps. 
Tbe third volume came out in 1894. 
Its subtitle Is "Tbe Founding of the 
Transalleghany Commonwealths," and 
It deals with the period from 1784 to 
1790. 
In tbe preface Mr, Roosevelt 


says: 


"Tbe period covered In this volume 


Includes the seven years Immediately 
succeeding tbe close of the Revolution- 
ary war. It was during tbese seven 
lyears that tbe constitution was adopt- 
ed and actually went into effect, an 
event, if possible, even more momen- 
tous for the west than for the east. The 
^me was one of vital importance to tbe 
kWhole nation, alike to the people of tbe 
inland frontier and to those of tbe 
seaboard. Tbe course of events during 
these years determined whether we 
should become a mighty nation or a 
mere snarl of weak and quarrelsome 
little commonwealths, with a history aa 
bloody and meaningless as that of tbe 
Spanish-American states." 


Mr. Roosevelt's study of the consti- 


tution, it will be observed from this, 
began with its adoption and first work- 
Ings, and he obtained an early insight 
into tbe latent possibilities of tbe prin- 
ciples of American expansion, which 
'be was later to assist in working out. 
In the fourth volume, issued in 1896, 
he was still engaged with this phase of 
{American development. The volume is 
'"Louisiana and tbe Northwest, 1791 to 
1807." 


In 1891 Mr. Roosevelt published bis 


"New York" in the Historic Towns 
aeries of Longmans, Green & Co. A 
new edition with a postscript was pub- 
lished in 1895. The work is a volume 
of 232 pages, duodecimo. Mr. Roose- 
velt says of It and in it: 


"It bas been my aim less to collect 


new facts than to draw from tbe im- 
mense storehouse of facts already col- 
lected those whlcb were of real impor- 
tance in New York history and to sbow 
tbcir true meaning and their relations 
to one another; to sketch the workings 
of tbe town's life, social, commercial 
and politlrnl at successive periods, 
trith their sharp transformations and 
contrasts, and to trace the causes 
wbicb gradually changed a little Dutcb 
trading bamlet Into a huge American 
city." 


"The Wildercesi Hunter; aa Account 


of the Big Oanw of tbe United States 
and Its Chase With Hor£e, Hound ana 
Rifle" was published by tbe Putnams 
In 1893 in an octavo volume in cloth 
coven. Tbis book Is Illustrated by A. 
B. Frost, J. Carter Beard, Henry Sand- 
bam and Frederic Remington, and 
many of tbe illustrations are not Ideal 
'lirawings, but studies_of aolma|» which

Mr. Roosevelt describes the 


American •wilderness and the heroes of ! 
(frontier life—Boone, Crockett, Houston, 
Carson. 
He then pictures life on a 


'ranch and th<j work of cattle raising." 


In tbe same year came "American 


,Big Game Hunting, the Book of tbe 
Boone and Crockett Club." In tbis Mr. 
'Roosevelt and G. B. Grinnell collabo- 
rated in the editing. 
The book was 


published by the Forest and Stream 
Publishing company. It is an octavo 
volume of 345 pages and is devoted to 
big game bunting in this country and 
to questions of forest reservation, dif- 
ferent papers having been contributed 
by various members of tbe club. An 
appendix gives a short account of the 
literature of American big game hunt- 
Ing, a list of forest reservations and 
the constitution, bylaws and list ot 
members of the club. 


"Hunting In Many Lands," also a 


part of tip book of the Boone and 
Crockett Ab, in wbich Mr. Rooaevelt 
again collaborated with Mr. Grinnell, 
was published In 1895 by the Forest 
and Stream Publishing company, a"nd 
In 1897 still another volume of this 
club book appeared from the same ed- 
itorial bands entitled "Trail and Camp- 
fire." Also in 1897 Mr. Roosevelt pub- 
lished through tbe Putuams a duodeci- 
mo volume of 354 pages in cloth cov- 
ers entitled "American Ideals and Oth- 
er Essays, Social and Political." Its 
contents are "American Ideals," "True 
Americanism," "Tbe Manly Virtues 
and Practical Politics," "TJie College 
Graduate and Public Life," "Phases of 
State Legislation," "Machine Politics 
In New York City," "Six Years of Civil 
Service Refora," "Administering tbe 
New York Police Force," "The Vice 
Presidency and the Campaign of 1898," 
"How Not to Help Our Poorer Broth- 
er," "The Monroe Doctrine," "Wash- 
ington's Forgotten Maxim," "National 
Life and Character," "Social Evolu- 
tion" and "Tbe Law of Civilisation 
and Decay." 


Two years before tbis Mr. Roosevelt, 


In conjunction witb Senator Lodge of 
Massachusetts, bad prepared a volume 
of "Hero Tales From American His- 
tory," wbich The Century company 
published. 


In 1899 tbe Scribners issued Colonel 


Roosevelt's "Tbe Rough Riders," which 
told the tale of the operations of the 
United States army in eastern Cuba 
during the Spanish war1, particularly 
the part played by the famous regiment 
which Mr. Roosevelt organized and 
commanded, first as lieutenant colonel 
under Leonard Wood, now governor 
general of Cuba, and afterward as colo- 
nel of the regiment. 


In the following year, 1900, the Put- 


nams published a collected edition of 
Mr. Roosevelt's works, called the Saga- 
more edition, in fifteen volumes, issued 
both ID cloth and paper. The same pub- 
lishers also brought out in that year, m 
the Knickerbocker Literature series, 
"Episodes From 'The Winning of tbp 
.West,'" an illustrated volume. 


Another work of Mr. Roosevelt's, 


classed witb "The Winning of tbe 
West" as the most Important, perhaps, 
of his literary career, nlso tvime out last 
year. This was the biography of Oliver 
Cromwell, wbich attracted special at- 
tention as coming to the public at the 
same time witb Mr. John Morley's 
"Cromwell." It was published by The 
Century company, and the coincident 
appearance of lue two biographies 
provoked a good deal of discussion as 
to their respective merits. 


Another production of Mr. Roose- 


velt's last year was "The Strenuous 
Life," which is probably the latest of 
bis writings. The origin of tbe title Is 
to be found In tlie author's frequent use 
of that particular phrase in many of 
his speeches. Tbe Century company 
published this last work.

Now that we know that consumption is 


ft disease communicable from one to an- 
other by contact and breathing the air 
already breathed by the consumptive the 
hygiene of separate beds ought to receive 
public recognition. In all bedrooms the 
heads of the beds should be an inside 
wall. If this cannot be arranged, then 
the wall and the ceiling for a space cor- 
respoeding to the bedstead should be cov- 
ered with a thick serge, loosely attached 
to the wall, to prevent the formation of 
cataracts of air chilled by the cold wal1. 
which will otherwise fall on the sleeper. 


The worst of colds are caught in this 


simple way in the small hours of the morn- 
ing, and many a fatal senile or infantile 
•bronchitis might be prevented by this 
timely expedient. 
Remember that for 


very old or very young people nocturnal 
variations of temperature are extremely 
dangerous. For the same reason the bed 
must not be placed between a badly fit- 
ting window and the flue or the doorway

The One Requirement He Will Not Ac- 


cept. The Doctor Now Claims to 


Boot The Royal Family, lold 


Part of The Story Here 


The larger part of the public recall 


Dr. 
Leon de 
Cruyssen and his un- 


savory career in North Adams. H« 
had an office in the Sibley block on 
Main street a few years ago, and suc- 
ceeded in getting himself into so much 
trouble that it was" necessary to serve 
a term in iail 


While here he told Ma: tales of the 


fortune that would be his if he would 
only return to France. He is ,now in 
Kansas City. Things sometimes grow 
to 
great s^ize In th» boundless west. 


The doctor's story has not lost any- 
thing in color or detail since he reach- 
ed that country, as the following from 
the Kansas City Journal will show: 


Because he will not go Fra .< 
-TH> 


marry there, Dr. Leon B. Van de Cruyi 
sen of 621 Kansas Avenue, Armourdale 
ic beins denied an inheritance of 800,- 
000 francs—equal to about $165,000 in 
United. States currency. The legacy is 
one-fifth of the Van de Cruyssen es- 
tate of about 4,000,000 francs, which is 
being held in trust in France for five 
heirs. The estate cannot be divided un- 
til all the heirs conform to the re- 
quirements of the will governing it, 
one of which provides that all must 
marry. 
Although he knows that he 


would be made well off by complying 
with the "marrying section of the will, 
Dr. Van de Cruyssen says he prefers 
to remain single, and as a result the 
estate is tied up. 


The division of the .Van de Cruyssen 


estate has hinged upon the action of 
Dr. Van de Cruyssen regarding the 
marriage provision of the will for a 
number of years. It was at first lim- 
ited to January 1, 1900, by which time 
he was to have choaen a bride in 
France, but later, through some pro- 
cess of law, the time was extended. 
Dr. Van de Cruyssen was married 
once since he came to America. The 
wedding took place in Detroit In 1899. 
The doctor lived with his wife but a 
short time and later secured a divorrf. 


Even had he and his wife gotten 


along together amicably. Dr. Van ^de 
Cruyssen could not have secured, his 
legacy unless he had taken her to 
France and had a marriage ceremony 
performed in that country. France 
does not recognize either American or 
English marriage ceremonies and the 
second marriage would have been n«c- 
essary to meet all the provisions of the 
will. In this connection it will be r'- 
membered that Count Boni de Castel- 
Jans and his American wife, formerly 
Miss Anna Gould, were married up- 
on teaching France on their wedding 
tour, to conform to the.laws of that 
country. 


Dr. Van de Cruyssen says that he 


would not marry even if the legacy 
were to be doubled. "I would not care 
for a wife," he said to c. r .orter for 
the Journal. "Of course $165,000 ia not 
to be sneezed at but obtaining It Is not 
a matter of life or death with him. I 
have enough to live on. If the courts 
of France decide to give me my money 
all risht. If they do not, I ?uess I can 
livp. I never think of the inheritance, 
as tna thoughts make me nervous and 
jause me much -arrniecersary TOTS'."

During the latter part of 1899 Dr. 


Vr-r (3e Cruvssen went to France to 
look after his interest in the estate, 
but 
when he found that he was re- 


quired to marry to secure his portion 
T.e dropped all negotiations. A con- 
ference with the members of his fam- 
ily ended fruitlessly, and he returned 
to America without his money. While 
in France Dr. Van de Cruyssen says 
his relatives tried in every conceivable 
manner to have him marry. He was 
Introduced tc» young ladies frequently 
by his sister in the hope that he would 
fall in love. He met r>o jrirl whom he 
would ha/e cared to marry, however. 


Dr. Van de Cruyssen is 50 years of 


age, and has practiced medicine over 
30 years. He came to the United States 
in 1881, first, and, with the exceotion 
of his visit to France in 1899, 
has 


been here continuously 
since.
